“South Korean polidien are still domin- 
ated by the gay and fabulously wrinkled 
figure of President Syugman Rhee. He is 
aun indomitable ald aman, whe, untorta- 
iutely, identifies bis eonntry’s good with 
his own retention of power; he is ruth- 
less, intolerant, and anreasonable-—yet. it 
is never suggested that he is dishonest. 
And be is still vigorous and single-minded 
in his desire to see the horeaa peninsula 
re-united —-al any east to anyone — and 
with himself as its ruler.

We heheve that the dominating considera- 
Gion is to gel the troops out of Korea, put 
unoend to the lunatic destruction tha: the 
Generals will continue while they are lett 
there, Jift the cloud of uncertainty that 
hangs over what ois tefh of the Korean 
wople, and det them bevin to rebuild their 
ives--with all the help they car vet from 
The nations of both bloes, who ouzht to he 
feasting a heavy responsibility in this 
matter, 

We are not only ready to support a conse 
fire, We shoul ke to see Britain bring: its 
troops outoaf NKorea heenuse to has become 
increasingly evident that it is daygerous 
for she world that we should be assoeiated 
with American policy in the Kast, 

Having in mind the fate of the tortured 
Rorean people, however, and realising that 
the settlement of the prisoners issue was 
proving the toughest problem of all those 
dealt with at Panmunjom, we have from 
thie tovime had hopes that the war would 
end as a result of a conciliatory readiness 
on both sideg to campromise. 

Acceptingg thas {he declaration in the 
Geneve Convention=-that prisoners of war 
mae in Ne circumstances renounce their 
right 1 repateiation—was inchided as a 
safeguard for prisoners against pressure 
from their captors, we felt. that the pro- 
posal oof the American Command that 
pvisoners should be daposiled on a mutually 
” “lo location in the demililarised zone 
and there permitted, “without questioning, 
interviewing or sereenine ”? to move off to 
the side of thelr choice, was one that could 
have heen accepted. I was rejected, how- 
ever, and then, with hosts of other peaple 
longine for the way to be broweht to an end, 
we boned tha Mr. Krishna Menon would

the German seetion of the Foreign Office. 

The action has undoubtedly had two re- 
sults: to weaken the authority of the Aden- 
auer government, and to cause increased 
misgivings about German rearmament, 

The desire of the British and American 
vovernments to seeure ratification of the 
Ronn and Paris agreements as soon as pos- 
sthle would make the Foreign Seeretars 
anxious to avoid any step which might have 
these repercussions, and he must therefore 
have had strong reasons for permitting 
Kirkpatrick to act as he did. 

Possible reasons 
HERE are two possible reasons 
tor the arrests. 

Che British Government may have feared 
adeak from some source (and there are indi- 
gations in the West German press that this 
was a possibility) which would have caused 
the conspirators to take fright, burn the 
documents we have been so anxious to seize 
and escape. 

The other is that ratification is not now 
expected for some weeks go that it) was 
better to risk an unfaveurable reaction now 
than fater 

By taking action under the Occupation 
Statute the High Commissioner may have 
thought that should the plot turn out to be 
aomare’s nest it would be less damaging for 
him to have to explain it away than for the 
Bonn Government to justify the arrests. 

Mr. Eden seems to have been taken off his 
guard when in reply to a question from 
Lord Hinchingbrooke he stated that the 
High Commissioner would net have had the

The only reason given so far has been 
that the plot was sufficiently serious to 
ieapardise the security of the Occupation 
forees nnd the democratic nature of the W, 
German government.

Mr. Eden may also have hoped that strony 
action now would indicate (he determination 
to ensure that remilitarisation should not 
lead tu renagifieation, though tt will take 
more than the arrest of seven men to wuar- 
antec that.

Adenauer that Germany will never return 
to National Socialism worth anything, even 
if we discount the result of the recent public 
Opinion survey carried out for the American 
High Commissioner, and not apparently in- 
tended for publication, 

There might never have been any Nazi 
control of Germany if the British Govern- 
ment lead given to the Weimar Republic the 
help it needed to commend democracy to 
the German peonle, 

The only way to prevent the resurgence 
of nationalism is to help to ereate a united 
Germany which can achieve a real democ- 
racy and by a palicy of unarmed neutrality 
guarantee the essential rights of the Ger- 
man people and the security of their neigh- 
boura instead of explo'tinw the situation in 
Germany in the interests of so-called Wes - 
ern defence,

Nuremburg laws—Education—Korean deserters come into news from the USA 


‘| SHOULD BE A WAR CRIMINAL” 


Objector appeals to Mr. Trygve Lie 


A 28-year-old Nebraska (USA) farnior 
-* in an unprecedented move has appealed 
to the United Nations to uphold bis refusal 
to be drafted into the United States armed 
fovees, which he insists are being raised 
primarily for warfare in Korea that is 
Weal under the Nuremburyg Juternational 
Law, 

The petitioner is Stanley Dale Sydow of 
lyons, Nebraska, at the present time de- 
tained in the Omaha, Nebraska, jatl under 
a three-year sentence. The U.S. Supreme 
Court has turned » deaf ear to his petition 
to Ie released from custody, 


Sydow’'s application was filed on Decent 
ber 21 by hia attorney, Fyke Farmer of 
Nashville, ‘Tennessee, with Mr. ‘Tryevie Lic, 
Secretary General of the United Nations. 

Mr. Farmer, who fer a long time has 
been active in the movement for world 
government, said that his client was e¢on- 
tending that the international law against 
war planning and waging that was enforced 
for the first time by the Nuremberg Tri- 
bunal in 1946, now is law for the nations 
which sat in judgment on the German and 
Japanese war leaders and organisers. 


The petilion points out that the UN 
General Assembly at. its first session in 
1946 unanimously renfirrmed the Nuremberg 
principles, By the Nuremberg charter, 
which Justice Robert Ht. Jackson of the US. 
Supreme Court took a principal part in 
drafting, the following principles of Taw 
were declared:

The anti-Zionist or “cold war” aspects of 
the discovery of the plot are obvioux, and 
the path between anti-Zionism and anti-

Until January, (849, Moscow Radio 
heamed daily a 30 minute Yiddish braad- 
tust to North Anierics, and many instances 
of commendation of Jews would be given- 
apart, from the frequently made claim that 
only in the Soviet Union Jews are secure 
from racial discrimination. 


Conversation with Ribbentrop 


How far all this has been more an ex- 
pression of expediency up till snow than a 
fundamental prineiple is the question which 
the recent actions raise. 

There is no reason to suppose that Stalin 
has ever been anything but anti-Semitic. In 
the German edition of Hitler’s Table Talks 
is a veport given to Hitler by Ribbentrop 
on duly 26, }42, of a conversation between 
Wan and Stalin in which Stalin is reported 
ta have said that though it was expedient 
for him to he eonciliatery to the Jews for 
the time being, when his regime was firmly 
established and be dado reason Lo fear the 
bourgeoisie his attilude to the Jews would 
not differ from that of the Nazis. 

The more totalitarian a regime becomes 
the more likely it is that it will become 
unti-Semitic. 


SOVIET “ BEVANISM” 


Today there is evidence for thinking that 
a Russian “Bevanisin” had developed —a 
Mavement which argued that if Soviet pro- 
gress Was as great as claimed it was Lime 
that the Russian people were seeing same 
greater advantage from it.

BUT WHY THE JEWS? 


Such gtatements point to the reasons for 
Lhe new purge. But even so, why the doc- 
tors? Why the Jews? 

It has already been pointed out that five 
or probably six of the nine doctors under 
arrest are Jews. One of them, Vinograday, 
was the prosecution’s chief medical witness 
in the trial of Russian doctors which pre- 


jolent Resistance Group aris ane 1958 purge. 


It looks ‘as though Stalin had once more 
decided to use the teclinique of accusing 
doctors of being instruments used to assas- 
hinate political leaders, though in this case 
the intended vietims were mostly military 
timid net, political leaders, who are the only 
persons that really matter in the Soviet 
Union. 

Behind, the new arrests may be an at- 
tempt td win the sympathy of the military: 
fur the regime, or even a warning as to 
what nught happen to unsympathetic mili- 
tary leaders, 

It is among the professional classes and 
the technicians, to which moat of the Rus- 
sian Jews belong, that supporters of Soviet 
“Revanism” are most likely to be found. 
flence the call for the new class war to reat 
oul the slackers becomes in effect » eall for. 
anti-Semitism, and the arrested doctors be- 
come a symbol of the determination to 
eliminate the slackers und corrupt in- 
fluences in the professional class. 


WHOSE HEAD NEXT? 


So far as internal politics are concerned 
there yemains a further consideration as to 
the suecession. 

We have no doubt that Stalin is stil) in 
control, but he is not immortal. He and 
others must know that sooner or jater the 
question of his succeasion will cease to be 
merely theoretical, 

What more likely than that he intends to 
ensure the succession of a man after his 
own heart and mind, and that the purge is 
ultimately aimed at one or more of the 
inuer circle? Who that may be, however, 
is douhtful, 

The names of Voznessensaky and Beria 
have been mentioned. The first wag a for- 
mer Polithura meniber and head of the State 
Planning Commitee who was aceused of 
Virtually ignoring economic Jaws and 
attaching too much importance to state 
planning in defiance of these laws. 

We might well be regarded as the leader 
of the diseredited group, but representing 
the possibility of an alternative leadership 
to Stalin, 

fteferences to the failure of the

Ts suvestion would also explain another 
aspec: of the problem. Tt is obvious that 
the fresh outburst of anti-Semitism has 
eansed considerable embarrassment to the 
Communist Parties in Western Europe. 
Vhere have been’ resignations and a general 
loss of syinpathy among fellow-travellers, 
not necessarily members of the Party. 

The Daily Worker has heen falling over 
itself to try Lo explain away the charges of 
anti-Semitism and to divert attention from 
the puryes. 

Writing off allies in the West? 

If the Soviet Union was contemplating 
further action in Europe, it would want to 
strengthen the Communist Parties, parti- 
cularly in Ltaly, France and Great Britain 
aunud not embarrass them in this way. 

The position held) by the Communist 
Parties in Italy and France has been a dis- 
appointment to Russia, and Stalin has never 
had much use for the British CP. 


ft may well be that he has definitely de- 
cided to white them off, not to worry about 
the effects of the action of the Kremlin on 
them and not to rely un them or the World 
Peace Council for farther help in Burope 
as he turns his attention towards the other 
half of the world. 


THE PACIFISTS’ REPLY 


When all is said and done there remains 


the fact that all is not as neat and@tidy™ 


within the Soviet Union as we have been 
led to believe. 

Stalin has either been obliged to invent 
the doctors’ plol in order to frighten his 
own people into complete subjection with the 
threat of increasing danvers from outside 
fand also perhaps to explain away rumours 
about the mysterious deaths of possible 
rivals), Or the plot has at least some foun- 
dation in truth, when it hecomes clear that 
there is fear and hatred within the 13 men 
of the Kremlin. In either case history is 
demonstrating that—whatever may he true 


of capitalism—totalitarianism carries in- 
evitably the sceds of dissension and 
instability. 


Results of violence 


The purges themselves are the inevitable 
result of the pursuit of the method of 
violence. ‘Those who use violence fear 
violence whether from within or without, 

Whatever, therefore, may underlie the 
present puzzle, it is clear that pacifists 
must wontinue to assert thal there is no 
solution to any problem in terms of violence 
and that it is fatal if fear is allowed to 
bepet fear, 

Our duly remains the same: 

to appeal to the people of Russia and 

every other country hy the proclama- 
tion in deed as well as word of the 
fundamentals of democracy; 

to show the meaning we attach to free- 

dom and equality by the way we behave 


in Africa, and to brotherhood by the | 


contribution we are prepared to make 
to the war on want and to world de- 
velopment; 


to show that we regard violenee as wrong | 


and ineffective in the name of defenge or 
of jaw ns ib is when ased for the pur- 
poses af purges or aggression; and 

to show that wo understand the meaning 

af peace by refusing to think of it in 
terms of preparing for war. 

We muat refuse either to be motivated by 
fear or to uftempt to instil fear, relving 
ouly on love to destroy hatred and good to 
cawt out evil.
